The Preildent'a requeat lor aid to Greece 
mtist have raised In many minds a gueation 
which one newspaper expressed thus: "It the 
Greek govemment renlly represents \ts pto- 
pie. why la It now In peril ol collapse unless 
rescued by us?" 

Very likely & truthful answer would bo that 
the present Greek government la not really 
representative. Most American correspond' 
ents in Greece at the time of the elections 
gave the Impression that the voters chose 
■ return of the monarchy as the lesser of two 
evils. 

There seems little doubt that the monarchy 
Is reactionary and Intolerant. American writ- 
ers covering the border fighting In northern 
Greece— Including one representative of 
Blrongly antl-Russlan papers — have stated 
that the government lumped all opposition 
under the single label of communism. As 
result many sincere, antl-Communlst Greelcfl 
of progressive views seem to have been 
hounded by the govemment Into an opposl 
tlon directed and supported by Communists. 

But to say that the present Greek govern' 
ment is not representative does not destroy 
Mr. Truman's posltlon. Lct us take the qucs' 
tlon quoted In the first paragraph and substi- 
tute "British" for "Greek." 

The British govemment really represents 
Its people. Yet It must foresee the posslbli 
danger of economic collapse. Otherwise, 
scarcely would be pulling out of Greece and 
appealing to'tho United States to take over. 

Collapse of the Greek economy, however, 
would surely be followed by political collapse. 
. The nntl-Comraunlst opposition tojli 
archy would be as exhausted and nilplcss as 
the monarchy Itself. 

The grave diplomatic Impllcotlons of Mr. 
Truman's speech have tended to overshadow 
the tremendous task facing American dollars 
•nd American technical experts In Greece. 
Hift cotmtry Is agriculturally unproductive 
OVBT the great bulk of Its area. It Is InduS' 
trially undereloped. » ■ 

Obvloiiflly there Is a vast emergency job to 
be don»— in agriculture, reclamation, recon- 
struction, loads and transportation, business, 
industry, banking, and almost every aspect 
, of llvellh'ood. Perhaps when this Job Is far 
enough advanced to put Orccco on her feet, 
a more representative government can be 
Jormed. 

It is doubtful that the American govern' 
inent would long support a reactionary re- 
elme under its direct protection. It is also 
doubtful that It would oppose a more aoclalls; 
tic govemment than our own, provided thot 
it represented the free choice of a free 
majority. 

But these corisldenitlons are for the future. 
The immediate need Is to stave off economic 
collapse in Greece, strengthen the country's 
defenses, and prevent the Imposition of a 
totalitarian govemment by outside force. 



WHY NOT NEW PLATES JAN. 17 

Beginning next year, Idaho wIU make its 
own automobile license plates and road signs 
with equipment to be installed at the state 
penitentiary. 

Cost of producing auto plates and road 
•signs with prison labor Is expected to be about, 
half of what the state has been paying pri- 
vate manufacturers. 

It has been estimated that the machinery 
needed to manufacture the licenses and signs 
will almost pay for Itself in a year. Prison 
Warden L. E. Clapp has pointed out that two 
plates per vehicle can be made In 194B for 
the $37,000 It cost the state this year for the 
single plate. 

Not only will this provide work for Idaho 
convicts, but It Is expected to make for bettor 
service. In addition to saving the state money, 

WhUc this change Is being made, the state 
might also consider having new auto licenses 
become mandatory the first of each year. In- 
stead of granting motorists until March or 
April to buy their plates. It has been cus- 
tomary to grant this leeway In Idaho because 
of other taxes coming due In December. 

ITiere is lltUe logic to this argument, how- 
ever, because every motorist knows ho must 
buy a license. He could Just as well budget 
His affairs accordhigly. 

As it Is now. automobiles In Idaho may 
cany either old or new licenses during the 
first several months of the year, which only 
causes confusion, particularly when these 
cars with old plates are driven Into other 
states. 

Why should we continue to make it appear 
we cannot afford to buy our auto licenses the 
flrst of the year? What other state Is In better 
position to have Its auto license system on a 
current, annual basis?
